During discussions wj t h and Ife^g^M we were taken aback to learn that 
ocher incidents had occurred, and-that a number of the older, more experienced 
staff members had warned new staff members to bewa re of Ku rt's behavior.

3ecause this story was told during therapy, the therapist isf iling a 
separate report alleging sexual child abuse by Kurt toward fiilnl^l. The 
therapist also asked that tSBBBB receive some counselling to put his feelings 
in p roper perspective. It turns out he has probably handled his feelings better 
than BIS but has a severe guilt complex because he believed he knew about Kurt's 
tendencies and he lef rjBE| alone. He claims he had a feeling that something 
would happen, and it did. ^^^^^^ 

The therapist indicated that Kffifl and tjjjjgjjfcjp both have excellent 
communicative and cognitive skills and should be able tz put these events in 
proper perspective in short order. In the meantime , we request the Scouts also'* 
reimburse us for the cost of therapy for II. We have investigated the 
possibility of using our Cigna Health Plan and determined that our plan will not 
permit us to have access to the specialist ve believe is necessary. This opinion 
has been confirmed by our professional counsellor at wcr.-: and by the 
representative we talked to from the Rape Crisis Hotline.
